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TWO IRISH SETTERS PERISHED 
AT COBB HOME. 


Death of Two Dogs at Dr. Leggat’s 
House on Same Block a Week 
‘Later Has Aroused the 
Neighborhood. 


iva pet puppies belonging ito’ families 
residing on the 4600 block on Washington 
boujevard have been mysfericusly poi- 
soned, and the residents of that, neighbor- 
hood have been unable to secure the slight- 
est trace of the poisoner’s identity or to 
fathom his motive for sending their dear 
little doggies to the canine hereafter. 

The victims of the poisoner have been 
two Irieh setters owned by John M. Cobb 
of 4617 Washineton boulevard, a fox ter- 
rier and a bull pup owned by Dr. A. C. Leg- 
gat of 4625 Washington boulevard, and a 
Boston terrier owned by the family resid- 
ing at the northeast corner of Walton ave- 
nue and Washington boulevard. 

The poisoner began his work of dog-de- 
struction last Auguet. At that time he 
annihilated three of the quadrupeds. Then 
he tvok a vacation. Last week, however, 
he resumed operations and added two more 
canine scalps to his string. That is what 
is now agitating the fashionable neighbor- 
hood in which he moves, particularly those 
residents whose dogs are still alive. 

In each instance the dogs have died sud- 
denly at night. They all played with the 
children of the respective families one 
evening, and the following morning were 
found cold in death. 


COBB HEIR LOST TWO PETS. 

While Dr. Leggat has held no postmortem 
examination, he gives it as his professional 
cpinion that all the dogs were poisoned. 
He expresses the opinion that crushed giass 
was fed the dogs in food stealthily offered 
by cruel alien hands. 

The poisoner first visited the Cobb domi- 
cile and snuffed out the life of an Irish 
setter. Mr. Cobb was particularly indig- 
nant because the dog was the boon ¢om- 
panion of the youthful heir of the CobD 
family. But Mr. Cobb got the boy a brother 
of the dead dog. and the new setter and the 
boy also became fast friends. 

When last week this dog, too, was found 
dead, Mr. Cobb's indignation was in- 
creased. 

Mr. Cobb owns the father of these pups, 
and js guarding him very carefully from 
the wiles of tho poisoner. 

Dr. Leggat's dogs were killed on the same 
night, a weck after the poisoner extermin- 
ated the firs: Cobb pup. He has not been 
visited since by the setter-slayer. 

“T would certainly like to know sho the 
fellow is that is doing this,"" gaid Dr. Leg- 
gat this morning. “He apparently was not 
satisfied last week to kill Mr. Cobb's other 
dog, but he went up to the end of the block 
and killed a Boston tervier, too."’

Benjamin Wagner Is Said to Have 
| Resented Partial Severance of 
Ciose Relations Between 
Him and David Bair. 


A boyhood friendship, which marriage 
severed, led to a double trag.dy at 1116 Mon- 
foe street Sunday afternoon, in wh.ch 
David Bair, aged 21 years, was shot ana 
mortally wounded by his chum, Benjamin 
Wagner of 124A Monroe street, who im- 
mediately after the deed fired a buliet in- 
to his own brain. 

Wagner, whe was 29 years old. married, 
and employed at Nugent’s depart(ment store 
as @ buidie wrapper, died at 6 o'clock Sur- 
Gay evening, two hours after the dua! trag- 
edy occurred. Bair lingered until 10:20 
o'clock, when he succumbed to his wounds. 

Bair’s wife and mcther were witnesses to 
the shooting and the former, a bride of 
enly six weeks, made a heroic effurt to save 
her young husband's life. 

Bhe followed Wagner as he, with murder 

in his heart. trecked (Bair into the cellar 
of their hume, ard as he drew a rev ver 
from his pocket she snatched it from his 
@rasp before he could aim it at her hus- 
band. 
. 7? her streng*h bad been as great as 
her bravery, her husband would be alive 
teday. But when Wagner foilowed her 
upetairs and wrestled with her for posses- 
sion of the revolver she was unable to 
keep it in her hands. 

Wagner lost no iime in using the pistol) 
after he recovered it. With Bair's wife 
and mother watching but powerless to in- 
terfere, he fired point biack at Bair twice. 
One bullet grazed hig skull. The other 
penetrated his brain. 


THREAT IN A LETTER. 

Wagncr then pointed the revolver at him- 
gelf and fired a bullet into his chest and 
another into his head. Then he sank to 
the floor near where his néphew lay dying. 

Wagner had deliberately planned to kill 
his doter- 
mination. The warning was sent tc Bair 
one week ago. No reason was given in the 
letter. 

Relatives of Bair say that it is their be- 
lef that Wagner decided to kill ‘‘Dave’’ 
because the laiter had married. 

“Hien” and ‘Dave’ were inseparable 
companions, despite the disparity in their 
ages, acquaintancee say, befcre the latter 
married Miss Lola Post six weeks ago. 

“Dave” found little time to call on “Ben’’ | 
after the nuptials, and ‘‘Ben,"" it seems, 
took this to ‘heart. He decided on a mur- 
derous revenge. 

In the letter of warning, Wagner asked 
his nephew to ‘“‘ccme over and play a gume 
of cards.” Naturally Bair did not accept 
the invitation.

WAYS BY WHICH HE CAN ANNOY 
HIS CREDITORS. 


“A Blockade of Sufficient Force to En- 


force Payment Wiil Work a Hard- 
ship on American Trade and 
Enlist the Sympthy of 
United States. 


LONDON, Dec. 8.—Premier Balfour an- 
nounced today that an ultimatum had been 
gent to Venezuela and that in. the event of 
& satisfactory reply not being received, the 
British and German goverments would take 
measures to enforce their claims against 
that country. 


Special to the Pcst-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Dec; 8.—The situation in 
Venezuela is go charged with diifticulties 
that there is no one here that can predict 
the result. 

Great Britain and Germany may for in- 
stance invest closely the port of La Guayra, 
Ma&raca.bo or Pori Cabeila. iM_y can sca. ce- 
ly establish an effective blockade without 
the sending over of an immensely bigger 
force than is now contempiated, and if 
President Castro does not yield at the first 
show of force it can be anticipated that at 
least 20 German and British ships will be 
rushed to the Veneuzelan coast. 

It is not overlooked here that Great 
Britian and Germany, in order to make ef- 
fective the blockade, may try to establish 
a land zone in addition to the naval force. 
Such a zone, it seems here, will be abso- 
iutely necessary, because if there is not a 
tremendous naval force at hand goods can 
be sent overland into any of the blockadea 
ports. The protection of such a zone would 
be in the hands of British and German ma- 
rines, and any little clash would precipi- 
tate a war. 


Any clash down there in which Ameri- 
cans might be involved or Amevican piter- 
ests menaced would necessitate ihe asking 
of explanations by the United 8tates, 


How Venezuela Can 
Block the Game. 

If Great Brita.n and Germany should es- 
tablish an effective blockade they would 
not allow the entry of goods without pay- 
ing the duty to those countries. The duty 


on flour, for instance, is $1. Castro could 
put on another doliar and this wou.d make 
dealing with Venezuela prohibitive and ine 
Lritish- German scheme wouid be of no 
avail. Castro could apply thé same prin- 
ciple to ail trade or he couid deciare free 
trade, in which even Germany and Grea 
Britain wuvuld have to keep their ve sls 
rccking on the waters or their mar.na 
ushore till revenue was raised in some 
other way. In the meanwhiie the Sot 
American republics would sustain the Ve 
ezueian government and péople if neces- 
sary 

It is certain that the United States wil’ 
not permit the destruction of American 
t.ade with Venezuela, when it becomes eyi- 
dent that a foreign blockade is not ser: ing 
its vurpese. The staiement has in fart 
been made by an o Tic al cormpetent to spe k 
tha; the United States has ar cye on hs 
phase of the stiuetion; that the blockade 
peaceful theugh it may bec, will not be per- 
mitted to indefinitely hurt Amcrican com- 
mercial intercsts. 

The sitvation is in truth so full of dan- 
fer that the United States would welcome 
an ~ gk ement whereby the United Sates 
would he asked ‘o offer its good serv ce 
to keep the imnending menace out of South 
American waters. 


Explanation of 


Germany’s Purpose. 

Attaches of the German embassy here 
explain that Germany is not preparing to 
cnoduct a war for territorial co-qu s: in 
South America.

THOMAS B. REE®. 


Thomas B. Reed, ex-speaker of the House of Representatives, 
who died in Washington Saturday night, was a memorable and 
honorable figure in American public life. 

Mr. Reed was a typical example of Yankee success. Begin- 
ning as a poor boy, hg worked himself up to high rank in the 
public service. After Blaine, he was the most conspicuous, 
masterful and intelligent personality in his party. 

Honest, forceful, humorous, he was yet a‘strong partisan and 
as a leader rendered his party eminent service. His partisan- 
ship never became party pettifogging. His alm seemed always 
to be to expedite the public business by party efficiency and 
he never subordinated patriotism to mere party purposes. 

Mr. Reed was one of tho foremost parliamentary statesmen 
in the world. He developed the speaker’s power and profound- 
ly altered the character of the House of Representatives. The 
importance of his work in this respect and-its bearing upon the 
problems of parliamentary government are recognized in all 
countries governed by legislative bodies. ~___/ 

He was the biggest personality in his party. This perhaps 
accounts for his failure to reach the presidency. And when he 
saw his party drifting away from its old moorings and, as he 
thought, abandoning well-settled American principles, he with- 
drew from public life.
